feeding of the pullets during the late •

lf the pullets 
do not receive their proper growth by 


0,1 j the first of November and show signs 
of laying, it is doubtful whether they 
will lay to any extent until the follow- 1 
ing spring. 
Tho cockerels should be separated 
from the pullets as soon as possible,; 
thus giving pullets plenty of oppor-! 
tunitv to develop size. 
If they are a1-1

were $5 a week, and only supreme ef­ 
forts, working from daylight to dark 
without lunch, would bring in $8. 
Sidney Hillman, head of the Gar­ 
ment W orkers’ Union, 
explained 
to 
the committee that 
in 
“the 
better 
shops” girls received $12 a week for 
the work with which yesterday’s tes­ 
timony w'as concerned. 
Yesterday’s 
witnesses came 
from 
the 
cheaper 
shops. 
Anna Siinsky said that for three 
years she has worked from 5:30 a. rn. 
to 7 p. rn., without the usual noonday 
rest for lunch, and made $8 a week. 
Pearl Krupnik said 
that 
in 
dull 
times she had earned as low’ as TS 
cents a week. 
Fannie Berg testified that Hie girls 
have to buy their own needles. Three 
hundred girls, she said, had to use 
the same roller towel. 
Alderman Healey called the atten­ 
tion of the health department to this.
